THE ART GLASS WINDOW IN THE NORTH TRANSEPT 
Trinity Lutheran Church 
Astoria, Oregon 


The Old Testament Window in the north transept of our church is a complement to the 
New Testament Window in the south transept. The figures in the New Testament Window 
represent Matthew, Mork, Luke, and Jonn; the figures in the Old Tostament Window 
represent Abraham, Moses, Elijah, and laniel. Each of the figures is represented by 
a symbol in the panel below eacn character. 


Abraham is the father of the Jewish race. He is represented by the symbol of the 
"yoda", which is the first letter in the Hebrew word for God. Abrahain holds his hand 
in the sign of benediction over the Jewish race, 


Moses is represented by a "T" in the symbolic panel, which stands for Torah, the book 
of Jewish Law. Moses is the giver of the Law, and in his left hanc, he holds the 
first tablet of the Law, with the first three commandments on it. In his right hand 
is the staff with the serpent entwined arcund it. We are reminded of the words in 
the Book of Numbers; "Moses made o serpent of brass, and put it upon a pole, and it 
came to pass, that if a serpent had bitten any man, when he beheld the serpent of 
brass, he lived." (21:9) 


The Third figure is Elijah, who represents all the prophets of the Old Testament. 
His symbol is the flaming chariot wheel. We recall that he went to heaven in a flan- 
ing chariot. He holds in his hand the scroll of the prophet. 


The last figure is Daniel, the man who told of the future of the children of Israel. 
He is represented by a hand, and we remember that it was Daniel who saw the handwrit- 
ing of God on the wall which foretold cf the destruction of the Botlylonian Empire. 
Daniel was a faithful servant of God while he was a captive in Babylonia, and we see 
his hands folded in an attitude of prayer, as he turns in the direction of Jerusalem.

Notes on the art glass window in the north transept of Trinity Lutheran 
Church. <= 

The art glass window in the north transept was installed on November 24 
1958 by the Bert Willemse Stained Glass Window Company of Portland. The 
total cost of $3,400.00 was paid principally by the contributions that 
were m@de by the members and friends of Trinity in memory of departed 


loved ones. The balance of the fund was made up by the Trinity Ladies! 
Aid. 


The four figures in the window ere designed to match the window in the 
south transept of the church. The south trensept memorial window has 

the figures of Matthew, Mark, Luke, and John, and in the north transept, 
we now have Abraham, Moses, Elijah, and Daniel. 

The figure of Abraham is also represented by a "yoda", which is the Hebrew 
letter which begins the Hebrew word "Jhvh", which was the word the Hebrew 
people used when they wished to represent Jehovah, God. 

& The figure of Moses has in its hend one of the tablets on which the she 
Ten Commandments were written, and he is represented by the figure ape 
standing for the Torah, the Hebrew Book of Law. 


Elijah is represented by the figure of the burning chariot wheel. Viel 


ItKings 2:11, we read this; "There appeared a chariot of fire, and horses 


of fire and Elijah went up (to heaven) by a whirlwind into heaven", 


The figure of Daniel is represented by the "hand of Goat symbol. It was 


Daniel who saw the handwriting on the wall and prophesied khe Sug to 


King Nebuchadnezzar the end of the Babylonian Kingdom. 


The four figures, then, represent four great characters in the Old Test- 


ament. Abraham is the father of the Jewish race, from whence came Jesus 
the Saviour of the world. Moses is a Giver of the Law. Elijah represents 
all of the prophets of the Old Testament. Daniel is an apocalyptic 


writer who speak#s of events that have. to do with “the Last Times" 
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j€ variety of color in the new window is such that it can mk only be 


appreciayed by seeing it. Some of the colors are quite vivid, others are
